Chips Off 
The Old Brock

YE BEEN looking at some extracts 
from a recent and fairly exact transla- 
tion of Omar Khayyam’s Rubaiyat. Fitz- 
Gerald didn’t go in for eXact translation 
: . . . he went in for 
poetry, magic, _ bite, 
and such. Sometimes 
he even made the lines 
gad and haunting when 
Omar himself was 
writing parody, satire, 
and topical stuff, (I’m 
no scholar, but this. is 
what the boys-tell me.) 
What -made me jump 
most in the literal 
Brock translation was the 
stanza about the jug of-wine, book of 
verse, loaf of bread, and thou. By the 
way, FitzGerald's familiar version, so 
often quoted, seems less moving to me 
than his other version: 
“Here with a Loaf of Bread beneath 
“the Bough, 
A Flask of Wine, a Book of Verse— 
and Thou 
Beside me singing in the Wilderness— 
And Wilderness is Paradise enow.” 


BETWEEN this and the lines you know 
better, you will note séveral differ- 
ences. Among the improvements I count 
the loss of the final exclamation mark, 
the quieter “and wilderness” instead of 
“O, wilderness,” “flask” -instead of the 
faintly flat-footed “jug,” and the ascend- 
ing order of the bread, wine, and verse 
. to mention a few things. “Verse” 
sounds better than “verses,” too. 
Well,...anyhow,. Omar didn't really 
stick ‘to bread and wine*when he was 
that picnic., No, sir. 
he really sang was something like this: 
These simple things if they be mine—

A loaf the purest heart of wheat, 
A thigh of lamb to be my «meat, 
For. thirst a flagon of-good wine; 
And if, to cheer My Wilderness, 

A maid refusing not my kiss, 
That were a life of perfect bliss.

ND he didn’t want a book of verse 

at all,.you see. After all, he made 
his verse up out of his head, as required. 
I have known painters who refused to 
look at paintings . . . even their own, 
when finished. I've known composers of 
music, and even performers of music, 
who didn’t want to hear music, So 
Omar's refusal to have a book of verse 
brought along on a picnic devoted to 
lamb sandwiches, wine, and kissing... 
well, dammit, who can blame him? 


, TILL, when the reader is sitting at 

home with a book of verse, I think 
he may prefer FitzGerald to Omar. Fitz 
was dead right to ring in that volume 
of poesy, and to leave out the roast meat 
And if-you had forced the old proteins 
on Fitz, I bet he'd not have made it a 
thigh of lamb. If you're going to such 
lengths, you might as well call it a 
drumatick of lamb and be done with it. 
It is called a leg of lamb in English, 
which is the language the translator is 
talking. However, I suppose we should 
be glad that Omar didn’t yell for a bowl 
of tripe. Maybe the book.of verse was 
tripe and that’s why he Teft jt at home. 
The translation sounds mighty like tripe, 
but whether that is Omar's own fault or 
not, I am not here to determine.

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Developing 
A Bigger Bomb 


By JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP 
From Washington 


THE world's first hydrogen bomb will 
be tested by the United States within 

the next few months. According to pres- 
ent plans the place of the test will be 
Eniwetok, in the Pa- 
cific, and the time will 
probably be next Sep- 
tember, 

This new installment 
from, Pandora's Box of 
science is not (one 
must thank .God) the. 
terrible weapon, one 
thousand: times ‘more 
powerful than the de- 
stroyer of Hiroshima, 
which scientists envi- Joseph 
sioned at the beginning of the expert- 
méntal process. . [t is a species of com- 
promise, in which the two heavy iso 
topes of hydrogen, tritium and deuter- 
jum, will increase the force of a conven- 
tional nuclear explosion. 

According to informed forecasts, the 
new bomb will have an explosive power 
of between 200 “and 300 kilotons, In 
other words, it will be from ten to fil- 
teen times more powerful than the orig- 
inal Hiroshima bomb, but only about two 
to two-and-one-half times more powerful 
than the most advanced nuclear weapon 
previously tested, at Eniwetok last year. 

If these forecasts are correct, the 
new bomb will be capable of devastating 
an area of approximately 50 square miles 

which means one hit to a great city— 
as against eight square miles for the 
Hiroshima bomb—which meant five to 
eight hits for a megalopolis, 

If there is any consojation at all in 
these macabre statistics, it lies in the 
fact that they are not much more Stu- 
pendous. In truth, the oncoming explo 
sion of this new hydrogen bomb is prob- 
ably less important news, for the long 
run, than the growing scientific opinion 
that the explosion of the true hydrogen 
super bomb will never take’ place at- all; 

No doubt the power of the hydrogen 
bomb that has now been built can be 
rather considerably increased in “later 
models. But, according to reliable infor- 
mation, it lacks the most important char- 
acteristics of the originally envisioned 
true hydrogen super-bomb. These were, 
very simply, limitiess in size and power, 

The theory of the hydrogen super- 
bomb is still considered to be completely 
sound. If you can use the heat of nu- 
clear fission to trigger the successive 
fusion of tritium and deuterium, you can 
still build a bomb that will blow up a 
nation or the world. But in order to do 
this; you must construct a bomb mechan- 
ism which will hold together for a good 
many micro-seconds during the terrible 
initial, trigger explosion, and the view is 
gaining ground that this kind of bomb 
mechanism simply cannot be constructed 
from the poor, frail materials available, 

What all this means, shorn of its 
technicalities, is that the problem of 
atomic energy will only crow a little 

bigger and a little 
more terrifying, when 
the new hydrogen . 
bomb has been satis 
factorily tested. 
There is at least a 
shred of good cheer in 
the thought that the 
problem is urlikely to 
get absolutely out of 
hand, as it would if 
any’ insane ruler could 
Stewart produce a _ world-de- 
stroying weapon in order to repeat Hit- 
ler's “twilight of the gods” on an even 
larger scale. ; 

This shred of good cheer is not very 
much to cling to, however, if the impli- 
cations of the next test at Eniwetok are 
at all seriously pondered. Unfortunately, 
while scientific opinion now tends to rule 
out the true hydrogen super-bomb, it is 
also tending towards a radical revision 
of estimates of Russian atomic progress. 

“Lf we can do this much,” the scien- 
tists are saying in effect, “then it stands 
to reason that the Soviets are also sur: 
passing former expectations.”

“Because the small powers feel 
that the four great powers have 
a tendency to run things, they 
did not speak out in sessions _as 
they should and in many in 
stances abstained from voting.” 

The greatest achievement of 
the assembly was establishment 
of the disarmament commission 
Mr. Stursberg said 

“This does not mean immedi 
ate disarmament,” he warned, 
“for it is merely a commission. 
But it is a step in the right. hi- 
rection.” 

He pointed out, however, that 
the assembly had accomplished 
much indirectly ‘through the 
meeting of representatives of so 
many countries 

“They met in the corridors,” 
he explained, “rubbed shoulders 
at the dinner tables, talked in- 
formally behind the scenes. 

“It is in this way that the great 
est decisions for the good of the 
world sometimes are made.” 

Diplomacy and conciliation can 
accomplish much, he continued, 
and it is at such meetings, where 
representatives of smaller pow- 
ers have an opportunity, if they 
wish, to argue, talk and some-

OTTAWA,- April: 16- (CP) 
—Finance Minister Abbott 
said Tuesday night the “hig 
question” facing him in draft- 
ing his recent budget. was 
how: to spread a tax cut of 
about - $120,000,000 “among 
the various groups of taxes 
and taxpayers.” 


“We gave this a lot of careful 
thought, and our final decision 
was to take about $40,000,000 off 
the income tax and about $80,- 
000,000 off the taxes on commod- 
ities,” he said. 


His speech was prepared for 
broadcast on a national network 
in the C.B.C.’s series, “The Na- 
tion's Business.” 


He explained the income tax 
changes this way: 


“You will remember that a year 
ago Parliament placed a 20-per- 
cent surcharge on all. income 
taxes, but said that this was to 
go into effect only on July 1. Then 
last. Autumn, in order to provide 
for old-age pensions, Parliament 
imposed an additianal 2-per-cent 
tax on all incomes, but said that 
this would not start to be col- 
lected until next July

League. 

Dr, Orr said the drug has been 
used to a limited extent in. Sas- 
katchewan since April 3. ‘It now

One patient has shown spec 
tacular response to treatment, he 
said, and the others are progress- 
ing satisfactorily 

Dr. Orr said there is not enough 
of the drug available yet for 
wide-scale treatment. It kills bac- 
teria while other drugs in com- 
mon use retard the growth of 
bacteria. 

Immediate result of treatment 
by the new drug is that many 
lose fever and cough, gain weight 
and are generally better. The 
amount of sputum decreases in 
many patients. But Dr. Orr said 
not enough time has elapsed to 
permit a positive statement re- 
garding the complete elimination 
of bacteria from the sputum.

Museum 1 Will 
Mount Bones 


Of Huge Seal 


The skeleton of the elephant 
seal killed by an Indian off the 
coast of Vancouver Island 
last Saturday will become part 
of the fossil collection of the 
Provincial Museum, Dr, Clifford 
Carl said today 

The one-ton sea animal, which 
a Vancouver paper mistook for 
Victoria’s famous “Cadboro- 
saurus,” was harpooned by 
Simon Peter, a fisherman, and 
towed ashore near Ucluelet 
Biologist Charlie Guiguet is now 
arranging to have the frame of 
the animal shipped Victoria 

Dr. Carl described the elephant 
seal as one of the friendliest and 
most docile .sea animals in exist 
ence. It inhabits the Mexican 
and California coast in small 
numbers but sometimes a few 
wander as far north as the Queen 
Charlotte Islands 

The docile nature of the beasts 
and its lack of timidity toward 
man, nearly resulted in its com- 
plete extinction towards the 
latter half of the 19th century 
Whalers massacred the animals 
by the thousands for their oil 

Some of the reports of these 
early elephant seal hunts are 
chilling Sailors armed with 
iron-headed clubs and lances 
would cut off the retreat of herds 
on beaches and club thousands to 
death

Britain Refuses 
Salmon Purchase 


OF $6,700,000 


B.C.’s salmon canners, al- 
ready largely committed on 
plans to harvest this year's 
“crop” of fish, today. faced an 
almost certain loss of a-$6,- 
700,000 market. - 

The loss is a result of Great 
Britain's refusal to buy B.C. 
salmon this year, as a step in 
easing her dollar shortage. The 
decision was announced to can- 
neries officials in Vancouver by 
Sir Andrew Jones, head of the 
British purchasing commission in 
Canada 

It is not expected that canners 
will accept the without a 
battle, and the matter is certain 
to receive top priority at the 
meeting of he Fisheries Council, 
of Canada in Vancouver, April 28 
to 30. 

For several weeks there have 
been hints that Britain might not 
be in the market, but canneries 
were compelled to go ahead with 
plans to take as many fish as pos- 
sible, and will take serious losses 
even if a reduced price is paid for 
fish, and..some—canneries shut 
down 

“No attempts could be made to 
open up new markets until the 
decision was definite,” George J, 
Alexandeg, provincial deputy 
minister of fisheries, explained. 
‘lt is a crushing blow to the In- 
dustry, which depends so largely 
on export 

“There are many places in the 
world anxious to get our fish, 
but they haven't the dollars with 
which to buy it.’

MAY HALT POLIO 


20 Humans Eat Live Virus, Attain Immunity;

NEW YORK, April 16 (AP)—Twenty human volunteers 
have. eaten live polio. virusand-thereby- were made-immune 


to it. 


The virus had been treated 
beforehand to make it weak, with 
litde or no risk that it could 
cause siekness.:.-But the -virus 
still could prompt-human bodies 
to make antibodies or natural 
disease-fighters against it, 

This experiment is reported in 
the American Journal of Hygiene 
by Drs. Hilary Koprowski, 
George Jervis and Thomas 
Norton of Lederle’ Laboratories, 
Pear! River, N.Y 

It shows that humans can get 
immunity to polio virus by tak- 
ing it in food or drink. Whet 
this method can be made pr: 
tical and safe for people generally 
is still not known, Lederle offi-
